upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 6 and then it turns towards east and run.s 
along the Cantonment boundary lino upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 6 and 
then it turns towards north-east and runs along the Cantonment boundary line upto 
Its meeting with Gola Road at Cantonment boundary pillar No, 7-A and then It 
turns towards north-west and runs along the southern side of Gola Road upto Its 
meeting on the eastern side of Sotia NaUah and then It turns towards south and 
runs through the centre of Sotia NaUah upto the point where the Dhandhar NaUah 
falls into It and then it turns towards south-west and runs along the western side 
of Grave Yard meeting on the north-eastern corner of Dhandhar Pokhar and 
continues to run on the same direction on the eastern bank of Dhandhar Pokher 
meeting with the Cantonment Board acquired land boundary piUar No. 206 and 
plUar No. 205 near Slaughter House at Tagore Road and then it turns west and 
runs along the southern side of Tagore Road meeting at the Junction of Tagore 
Road and Ranchi-Hazaribagh Road i.e. at the starting point of Ward No. VI. 

Ward No. VII 

The boundary of this ward starts from the south-eastern side of railway bridge 
over Harhari NaUah and from there it runs towards southern direction along the 
viUage boundary of Murram Kalan and Buzurg Zamira upto its meeting with the 
Cantonment boundary Une and then It turns towards west and runs along the 
Cantonment boundarj' line upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 and then it 
turns towards north-west and runs along the Cantonment boundary Une upto the 
south-eastern side of the railway bridge over river Damodar and then It turns 
towards east and runs along the southern bank of river Damodar meeting at the 
junction of the acquired land for defence purposes and then it turns towards south 
and runs along the boundary of acquired land meeting at the Junction of acquired 
land with the south-eastern railway Une and then It turns towards east and runs 
along the southern side of south-eastern raUway line meeting at the railway bridge 
on Harhari NaUah i.e. at starting point of Ward No. VII. 
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
